Mobilization during 1940 and 1941 appears to have 
bean oasual and does not reflect unfavorably on his 
loyalty to the Ohited States. 

(2) Wllliom Danziger hoa associated with a few 
' suspttOted Commvinlsts and/or Communist sympathizers 

froo time to time, but all suoh associations appear 
to hare baao due to proximity in residence or enploy- 
xMnt. or oooDon membership in a trade union.

Mr, Sanxii^r'e reaoTal was flret coneldered under Executive Order 
bnt it was decided that the evidence IHirnished did not warrant hie ecpa- 
ratlon under the Loyalty Pro^trao In view of the current etenderd* for 
renoval for di (loyalty, Be hae been advleed of thie decision. 

However, bit wife, Sylvia Ehrlich Dantlger, ia, or has been for a number 
of years, an active member of certain Cotmunist organltstlons which ere 
defined as subverilve In the Attorney General's list. Evidence aubstan- 
tlates that her Consunlst aetlvitiee have included payment of dues, receipt 
of MBbershlp cards, repeaiad attendance at meetings and subscriptions to 
uublloations prescribed by the Ooncunlst Party. Her connections with 
OoBBunlst activities appear to be of a calculated arid eonttnulnc nature, 
elnoe she has transferred her party Bembership from the East to the Vest 
Goatt end back a^ain to correspond with major geoirephical changes in 
reddence. There is no evidence furnished that Mrs. Danslger has severed 
her party membarship. Since Mr, Gantiger is continuously domiciled with 
•his wife, it is concluded that the relationship constitutes a definite 
seenrlty hasard in his employsient at the Haval Ordnance Laboratory. His 
Judgment and discretion apparently are *bllnd' where inferences to 
Comunist activities are concerned. In his interrogatory and again in 
his oonveraatlon with the Loyalty faring Board, he denies that he was 
ever associated with any Individual whom he has reason to believe is, or 
has been affiliated with or sympatbetio to the Consunlst Party and yet: 

(l) His' wife appears to have been practicing CobbuuIsd beyond 
any reaaonable doubt. 

(s) At least two of his intimate friends are suspected Consu- 
Blsts and are meobers of organisations listed as subversive by 
the Attorney General, 

( 3 ) Hie small child attended, and hie wife aiBlsted at. the Inter- 
racial Hursery Hehool Project, llih and H Streets, H. V,, Vashlng- 
ton, G. C., of ^Ich the controlling officers are members of the 
Communist Party. 

( 4 ) He is an active meober of Local VPVA, which is a Cobbsu- 
Bist-dealnated local.

(l) Els detailed argunent contended that his wife oonla not poeelbl^ 
hare been a Comuniet only presents eubstastial supporting eridence 
oorerlng his irlfe'e period of adraneed pregnancy and early pDst>' 
natal care between i^ogust 1943 and April 1944. This period correeponda 
with the only lengthy period during her entire '^eet Coaet realdance 
for which there ie reported no Oomuniat aetlrity on her part. Be 
■ tated that he knows little about CoBaunlsa except for Infomation 
Incidental to a college couree .in econooies orer ten years ago. 

Eoverer, reliable eridence ehowe that he has since aeeoeiated with 
Coaisaniete; he has been actire (steward) in a CommuniBt-dDBlne'.ted 
union local; he subscribed to the newspe^er Ph and he hae argued 
Comunlso with two confidential Infornante. Bone of the single 
incidents and allegations enumerated abore are BuTflcieni to linpugn 
his reliability, Collectlwely, howerer, they appear to form 
patteme idilch reflect personal attitudes, indiscretions, and lade 
of Judgment which are incousieteut with the posit ion of trust which 
he at present oco^iee. 

In his poBltlon of Electrical Engineer, Mr. Kanslger has access to clasei- 
fled material and Information of a confidential and eeeret nature, and he 
is considered to be a bad security risk. Ihe nature of hie duties makee 
it InpoBsible to limit his assipiments at the Baral Ordnance Laboratory 
which are not elBselfled. In addition, the close aseoeiatlon that le 
Inherent in the relatlonehlp between husband and wife makes Mr, Danzlger 
accessible to the forces whose designs are detrimental to the interests 
of the United States, 

The undersigned has dieeussed this ease personally with Adalral Beatty, 
Commander of the Bawal Ordnance Lshoratory and with Ur, Bvunbaugh. Chairman 
of the local Loyalty Bearing Board, Vhile it was reuorted that 
Mr. Baasiger'e work at the Laboratory has always been exceptionally good, 
they both feel that be cannot be trusted, especially aa he hae access to 
much eleesified infomation on many of the underwater wespone and undersea 
warfare programs of the Laboratory and the Bureau of Ordnance, Mhije he 
is at present engaged or. two projects of a confidential clasplflcation 
which are parts of a program of higher classification, the present statue 
of such projects le such that only nominal serious additional security 
coDpromlse normally would occur prior to about September 1. Beginning 
early In September, the receipt of new and additional data and information 
by the Acoustlce UiTlslon of the Laboratory of a cleseified nature in 
eonBlderable ouantitieB is antJelpated. Ur, Ruabaugh reported that he had 
suiggeeted to Mr, Daptlger to seek a tronpfor to a non-eeneltlve agency 
but that Mr, Uansiger did not heed the euggeetlon end stated that he would 
■sit tight".
